Dl is considered to be the closest prior art with respect 
to the subject matter of claim 2. It discloses .a 
radiation-curable coating composition comprising at least 
one prepolymer having at least two ethylenical ly 
unsaturated double bonds, and at least one ketone and/or 
ketone/f ormaldehyde resin (claim 1) . 

The subject matter of claim 2 therefore differs from the 
known Dl in that the resins A and/or B have an 
ethylenically unsaturated moiety. 

The subject matter of claim 2 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

Since it is not sufficiently clear from the examples what 
the technical effect presented from the distinguishing 
feature might be, the objective problem addressed by the 
present invention can be considered only that of using 
alternative mixtures.
